Appellate court decision in 
the celebrated "Bookie" Lloyd 
gambling trial has caused a 
law school review to call for 
tightening ''weaknesses" in 
the law. 


As you will no doubt remember, 


Lloyd was found guilty by a local- 
County Court jury of accepting a 
horse race bet from a private in- 
vestigator. The Second District Ap- 
pellate Court overturned the deci- 
sion, holding that the defendant, 
Lloyd, "neither used a book, in- 
strument or device" as the statutes 
ipecify. 


The wager, If you remember, 


was made by simply handing 
Lloyd a slip of paper containing 
the n&me of a horse, the race 
track, and the number of the 
race. 
This, the Appellate Court held 


was not sufficient evidence.

The Chicago-Kent (Law School) 


Review in its March issue brings 
Up some interesting points. It 
•tates: 


"Interest in the decision 
so 


achieved is generated not so much 
from the factual standpoint but 
also because it tends to illustrate 
the inadequacy 
which exists in 


the effectuation of the legislative 
purpose at the time it enacted the 
•tatute there interpreted. 


"The statute ift directed at the 


professional type of 
gambling 


rather than casual or occasional 
wagering with the result that 
these provisions have been given 
a narrow instead of a liberal 
construction." 
The decision is a correct one, 


the Review says, because the de- 
fendants (Lloyd) neither used" a 
book, instrument or a device. 


"It is. evident then," the Re- 


view concludes," that the statute 
in question possesses certain in- 
herent weakness and could well 
bear amendment. 


"If amended, It should pro- 


vide that, among other things, the 
mere acceptance of a bet by one 
who makes an occupation of that 
activity, should be deemed to be 
a crime."

PITTSBURGH UP)—Six years ago a mild-mannered 


young scientist vowed an unceasing fight to conquer 
polio. 


Tuesday the world learns how well Dr. Jonas Ed- 


ward Salk succeeded. 


That's when Dr. Thomas Francis, Jr., of the Uni- 


versity of Michigan, releases an anxiously awaited re- 
port on nationwide field trials last year of the Salk Anti-

. WASHINGTON ffl—The govern- 
ment today asked the U. S. Court 
of Appeals to reinstate an indict- 
ment accusing Owen Lattimore of 
swearing falsely he had never been 
a follower of the Communist line 
or a promoter of Red interests. 


The government's brief asked 


the appellate court to overrule 
U. S. Dist. Judge Luther W. 
Youngdahl, who threw out the in- 
dictment Feb. 18 on the ground it 
was vague and nebulous. 


U. S. Atty. Leo A. Rover told 


the appellate court that Youngdahl 
erred in going beyond the ques- 
tion of the validity of the indict- 
ment itself. 


The indictment Rover a^ked the 


appellate court to reinstate was 
returned last October. Afler that, 
Rover filed an affidavit of bias and 
prejudice against Youngdahl. H« 
demanded the judge step aside and 
allow another judge to handle the 
case. Youngdahl struck the affi- 
davit from the record, saying it 
was "scandalous."

All signs indicate the answer is

Dr. Salk will be on hand at Ann 


Arbor, Mich., when the momentous 
decision is announced. 


In his quiet, unassuming way, 


the 40-year-old University of Pitts- 
burg virus expert will claim no 
special credit for the vaccine if 
it's found successful. He'll point 
to the scientific groundwork laid 
by others and to the long hours put 
in by his assistants at the Pitt 
virus research laboratory, which 
he heads. 


That's Dr. Salk's way. 
Slender and of medium height, 


he is yet a giant in energy and 
purpose. H« enjoys his work and 
has a deep sense of social obliga- 
tion. 


Sensation in 1954 


Word that he had developed a 


polio vaccine caused a great stir 
in the spring of 195*. Newsmen by 
the dozens came to his doorstep 
seeking all the details. 


Always gracious, Dr. Salk fended 


off most of them by saying: 


"Every minute I talk with you 


is time spent away from the labor- 
atory. 
Time I cannot afford to 


spend this way.1' 


Before the vaccine could be 


mass-produced, it had to be per- 
fected. That took time. 


But children would die of polio 


that 
summer. 
Public 
pressure 


mounted steadily. 
Couldn't the 


vaccine be put on the market 
right away? 


Inclined to Hurry 


As the father of three small 


boys, Dr. Salk was inclined to hur- 
ry- 


But as a scientist he was forced 


to move slowly. 


His working schedule was rigor- 


ous—18, sometimes 24 hours a day. 
He had to be'careful, methodical 
deliberate. 


Testing animals in a laboratory 


was one thing. Before he could 
test the vaccine on children, a 
long, 
long bridge had 
to be 


crossed. 


The vaccine had to be effective 


—and safe beyond any doubt. Pos 
sible harmful side effects had to 
be checked and rechecked. 


Dr. Salk's friends know he can'; 


be hurried. One of them says: 


"He is one of the clearest, mos 


deliberate 
thinkers I've ever 


known. He has great emotiona 
stability. 
You can bet he won' 


push his work one second faster 
than it is absolutely safe to do."

Salk talks rapidly. 
His alert 


dark eyes look out sharply from 
behind rimless glasses. 
His high 


orehead is framed by thinning 
black hair. 


He's meticulous, painstakingly 


accurate and neat in his labora 
.ory. Most of the time he is coo 
and objective. But he isn't im 
mune to emotion. 


During the early testing of his 


vaccine on humans, he observed: 


'When you inoculate children 


with a polio vaccine, you don't 
sleep well for two or three weeks." 


A striking characteristic is his 


iindness and gentleness in deal- 
ing with children. 


When he conducted trials with 


youngsters in Pittsburgh district 
schools before the nationwide test, 
he -spent considerable -time-"per- 
sonally reassuring frightened first 
and second-graders." 


"Kot Daring" 


Asked whether it took a certain 


amount of daring to progress from 
monkeys to children in his experi- 
ments,. Dr. Salk replied: 


"I have the courage of my con- 


victions. 
I couldn't do it unless 


I was more critical of myself than 
others are of me. It is courage 
based on confidence, not daring, 
and it's confidence based on ex- 
perience. 


Dr. Salk typically hasn't ven- 


tured a prediction on what Tues- 
day's report will show. But it's 
obvious he is sure the vaccine is 
a success. His three sons ranging 
in age from 5 to 11, were among 
the first to be inoculated. 
Detroit Times 
Says Vaccine 
Is a Success 


DETROIT UP)—The Detroit Times 


quoted an unnamed University of 
Michigan medical school man to- 
day as saying the Salk polio vac- 
cine is "more than 90 per cent ef- 
fective" in minimizing or eliminat- 
ing paralysis as a result of the 
disease. 


The Times said the medical 


school source declared the vaccine 
has been found "not 100 per cent 
effective but is so close as to be 
called an unqualified success." 


At the University of Michigan, 


where the results of the vaccine 
tests are. to be announced to a 
waiting world Tuesday, there was 
no official comment on the news- 
paper story.

The question of a central 


high school for District 271 
became a legal one today fol- 
lowing the school board elec- 
tion for the district, Satur- 
day. 


The "Citizen's Committee," pro-! 


ponents of small high schools in 
each town, swept the election to 
fill two three-year vacancies and 
the battle for the two-year seat. 
The three committee candidates 
defeated incumbents who favored 
the central school plan. 


The victory gives the "Citizen's 


Committee" a 4-3 maiority on the 
seyen-man board. 


Citizen's Committee candidates 


Bruce Wheeler, Pawpaw, and B. 
G. Beeghly, Franklin Grove, each 
polled 1,332 votes to win three-year 
terms, beating out Leland Blocher, 
Franklin Grove, with 678 votes, and 
Fred Durin, Willow Creek, with 684 
votes. 


Write-In Wins 


Charles Bilderback, Ashton, a 


write-in candidate for the two-year 
term, polled 1.127 votes to 702 for 
Burnell Henert of Franklin Grove. 
Bilderback, listed as a candidate 
for the three-year term on an 
error, also received 24 votes for 
that office. 


The committee's victory raised 


the question of what should be 
done about the earlier approval of 
a central school and the approval 
of a bond issue to build it. 


It is reported that a meeting was 


held Saturday night at the Bilder- 
back store, Ashton, by the four 
committee board members and 
several other members of the com- 
mittee to discuss the situation. 


The committee members consid- 


er it a legal question that will have 
to be taken care of by lawyers, it 
was reported. 


The new board will meet at 7:30

MANILA (J)—Widespread earth- 


quakes today collapsed__homes, 
split highways and" reportedly in- 
jured an undertermined number of 
persons in the southern Philippines 
—already hard hit by disastrous 
tremors April 1. 


There were no immediate re- 


ports of deaths. The April 1 quakes 
caused'at least 432 deaths and left 
thousands homeless. 


Quakes of intensity of 3 to 6 on a 


'scale of 10 panicked residents in 
nine cities, six of them on Min- 
danao, second largest island, Phil- 
ippine News Service reported. 


PNS said many persons were in- 


jured in the Lake Lanao area of 
Mindanao, which bore the brunt 
of the pervious earthquakes. 


Residents in the Marantau dis- 


trict on the west shore of the lake 
reported "a yardwide fissure ex- 
tending several miles" immediate- 
ly after the first shock, said PNS. 


"All buildings partially damaged 


by the recent quakes collapsed 
during this morning's tremors," 
PNS reported.

What If It Is 
Ineffective? 
Scientist Asks

ANN ARBOR, Mich. (£>)— 


The big secret of the Salk po- 
lio vaccine is. set like a time 
bomb to go off at 9:20 a. m. 
CST Tuesday. 


The secret, of course, is 


how effective the vaccine was 
in preventing paralytic polio 
in children tested last year. 


One man, the University 
of 


Michigan's Dr. Thomas Francis 
Jr., knows the answer after com- 
piling all results of the test. Ha 
will not divulge it until Tuesday 
morning at a meeting of 400 scien- 
tists and doctors. 


Salk "In Dark" 


He hasn't told Dr. Jonas E. Salk, 


Pittsburgh scientist who developed 
the vaccine, nor Basil O'Connor, 
head of the National Foundation 
for Infantile Paralysis. 


What will happen afterward? 
The question is put by a well- 


known medical scientist who asked 
not to be identified. He has- no 
connection with polio but speaks 
from knowledge of the history of 
insulin, antibiotics and GG (gam» 
ma globulin) for polio. 


Suppose the vaccine is A suc- 


cess. 


"It could become a test of our 


moral fiber," he said. "Will it start 
a stampede, like a theater lire, to 
get vaccine" at any cos£?-"Will thera 
>e bootlegging, venality? ' 


"Or will parents demand intelli- 
ent self-control of themselves, and 
thers to insist the vaccine b« used 
vhere it will do the most good to - 
educe polio—among young chil- 
ren and pregnant women?" 


What If Ineffective? 


"Suppose," he continued, "th« 
accine is found ineffective, or less 
than perfect? 


"How much dismay or lost (A 
:onfid*ence may result? A vaccine 
;an be a success without, being 
ure fire. Can it give control like 
•acemes-against yellow fever or 
mallpox, which are not 100 per 
cent? Fire-proofing buildings doe» 
not eliminate all fires, but it does 
drastically reduce the amount at 
destruction."

Johnston of the "research tool" de- 
veloped by Killer Helicopters, of 
Palo Alto, for the Office of Naval 
Research. 


"I'd let my kids fly it. It's no 


trick at all," he said. 


Johnston's first flight was Jan. 


15 in the weird new machine which 
looks like a flying manhole cover 
with guard rails. It is a literal 
flying saucer. 


It's Feasible 


Killer's development to date, 


said the Office of Naval Research 
in the first disclosure of the new 
craft, "definitely has established 
the feasibility of radically simpli- 
fied flight." 


The "flying platform" works by 


a downward thrusting air stream 
generated by two counterrotating 
propellers. They produce balancing 
force, like a gyroscope. 


Two ducted fans, presently pow- 


ered by two small engines pro- 
ducing together less than 100 horse- 
power, suck in air through holes 
in top of the platform. The fans 
thrust air out the bottom of the 
six-foot-across platform with great 
force.

Blaze Wipes Out 
Virginia Town 
Disaster 55 Years 
After Similar Fire 


BOWLING GREEN, Va. IB—The 


business life of this northern Vir- 
ginia town was paralyzed today as 
the result of a $750,000 fire that 
proved to be a tragic replay of 
history. 


Only 6 of 26 buildings remained 


after a four-hour blaze that en- 
gulfed the Bowling Green business 
district on a warm, windy Easter 
afternoon. .

The flames started in a hayloft 


of a barn behind the row of busi- 
ness houses—and occurred 55 years 
to the day after a fire that nearly- 
wiped out the community, located 
some 30 miles north of Richmond. 


The outbreak in 1900, centered 


in the same area of this town of 
700. 


The toll in Sunday's fire in- 


cluded two restaurants, a, lo-cent 
store, two drugs stores, a clothing 
store, a hardware store, two bar- 
ber shops, two electrical appliance 
places, a grocery, two shoe shops 
and a garage. A Red Cross office 
and a Masonic hall burned, too. 


Eight families who had apart- 


ments atop some of the business 
houses -were left homeless. Two 


persons suffered minor 
injuries. 


Several persons told of seeing 


two or three small boys run out 
of the barn moments before the 
flames were spotted. The 1900 
blaze began when someone tripped 
over a lamp.

It was the company's first 
statement on its bargaining. It said 
nothing about the UAW's requests 
for the guaranteed annual wage, 
pay and pension boosts and other 
concessions. 


Stresses Benefits 


Instead, GM stressed that the ex- 


piring five-year contract with the 
union has meant prosperity for the 
company and the workers, in high- 
er pay, steady employment, plant 
expansion and increased sales. 


'Every one of us who is a mem- 


ber of the GM team can be happy 
hat we have a winning combina- 
ion thatr benefits all concerned," 
.he ads said. 


"There's every indication that 


this can be the best year of all. It's 
ust plain common sense to keep 
the ball rolling straight through 
1955." 


This seemed to mean that GM 


wants if at all possible to avoid 
any strike in this year of record 
production. The present GM-UAW 
contract expires May 29. the Ford 
contract running out three days 
later, on June 1. 


"Open 'Mind" 


"We at GM have taken our place 


at the bargaining table with an 
open mind," the company said. 
'As in the past, we are determined 
to work hard in an effort to nego- 
tiate a new agreement which will 
be fair and of mutual benefit to 
the public, our employes, the union 
and the company."

\. month ago, someone in his state department leaked 


the Yalta papers to a newspaper on the very day Dulles said 
they could not be released because they involved national se- 
curity. Then he ordered that they be released generally. 


His tactics in that case will be examined next week by 


a senate committee. 


The Democrats are sore at him for his Yalta perform- 


ance. Now he's in another uproar for the way he treated 
Edward J. Corsi. 
This time both Democrats and Republicans are on his 


back. One Democrat. Rep. CeUer of New York, intimated 
he does not think much of Dulles' spine. He said: "I could 
make a better backbone out of a banana." 


The Italian-born Corsi. a specialist on immigration prob- 


lems, is a Republican who not only ran for mayor in New 
York City but campaigned for Dulles when the latter unsuc- 
cessfully- ran for the senate. 
Dulles brought Corsi here three months ago as his spe- 


cial aid on immigration problems. At that time Dulles called 
Corsi "my old friend," and said he was the "best qualified 
man" for the job. 
Congress has put restrictions on immigration, even on 


refugees from Communism. The Eisenhower administration 
is committed to loosening up the law. Corsi, soon after com- 
ing here, recommended changes. 
He was pounced on by Rep. Walter (D-Pa), one of the 


authors of this country's basic law which puts quotas on 
immigration. 
Walter said Corsi has been a member of Communist 


fronts.

The Doctor Says 


For Normal Person, Being 
A Blood Donor Is Safe 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


Nearly everyone is familiar with 


the fact that the giving of blood to 
a patient during certain kinds of 
operations or immediately there- 
after has saved many lives. The 
same thing is true following serious 
accidents, and one" does not need a 
war in order to require the gift of 
blood by healthy persons in order 
to aid others. 


Of course it is true, too, that 


we should always have on hand 
a good stock pile of blood in event 
of war or other major emergencies. 
If an atom bomb should fall, for 
example, it might leave some 100,- 
000 people injured and for them 
availability of blood transfusions or 
its products would probably be the 
greatest single life-saving prepara- 
tion we could have. While we do 
not want this to happen, we would 
be blind not to consider this fright- 
ening possibility.

Tne blood makes up about 1/13 of 
the total body weight and a normal I _Sen 
person who weighs between 133 and 
165 pounds generally has from 5.2 
to 6.3 quarts of blood. 


IT HAS BEEN estimated tha 


several million pints of blood are 
needed each year for our peace 
time needs and, of course, this 
would nse enormously in the even 
of war. People should continue to 
give their blood, therefore, anc 
there is nothing to fear from doing 
so. The prospective blood donor is 
tested before the blood is removec 
and if there is any disease presen 
or other abnormality which makes 
it inadvisable to take the blood he 
or she is passed over. 


For the normal person this dona 


tion of blood is safe, relativel; 
painless and not harmful. There ap- 
pear to be no reasons why a nor 
mal person cannot give blood from 
three to five times a year.

She is, of course, just as intolerant of weakness in others. For 


xample, when her daughter Grace leaves her bed untidily made, Mrs. 
{. pursues the subject for hours. 


If Grace scorches a cooking pot, tells a lie, loses money or in other 


ways renders less than a perfect performance, her mother cannot 
elease herself from fascination with these sins. 


This fascination is as useful to Mrs. K. as it was to the martyrs. 


However, though it supports her sense of virtue, it's been very hard 
m Grace. As a result of it, she has become a most incompetent girl. 


Hed bedroom is always in chaos because she cannot maintain it in 


the perfect order her mother requires. She leaves the scorched pot 
in the sink because no scouring could erase her mother's memory of 
the scorch.

Pope Endorses 
Disarmament 
Urges Peaceful Use 
For Atomic Energy 


VATICAN CITY W—Giving his 


annual blessing to one of the big- 
gest throngs in Vatican history, 
Pope Pius xn Sunday endorsed 
progressive d i s a r m a m e n t and 
peaceful use of atomic energy. 


The 79-year-old pontiff also warn- 


ed, against the still unknown effect 
of human reproductivity of radio- 
activity from nuclear explosions. 


The white-clad head of the Ro- 


man Catholic Church spoke from 
the balcony of St. Peter's Basilica: 
The vast Easter crowd jammed 
the square below and stretched far 
down the Way of the Conciliation 
leading to it. 


Estimate Crowd 


Police said the crowd numbered 


between 300,000 and 500,000. 


As evidence of progress in peace- 


ful use of atomic energy, the pope, 
without calling it by name, took 
note of the U.S. Navy's atomic- 
powered submarine Nautilus. He 
said: 


"Without fear of trepidation we 


have noted the recent advances 
which, after some definite prog- 
ress, have successfully completed 


the first -. attempt to propel a ship 
by mans of nuclear energy, at last 
putting that force to the service 
and not to the destruction of men. 


"We exhort men of science and 


of good will to persevere bravely 
and confidently in their theoretical 
and experimental study of the in- 
struments and the promising mate- 
rials, so as to attain a worthwhile 
production of easily accessible en- 
ergy, which may be put to use 
where it is needed and contribute 
to the lessening of the pressures 
of want and misery." 


Earlier in his 1,200-word address 


the Pope had given his blessing 
to political leaders "so that sin- 
cerely prepared to reach a lasting 
understanding, they may through- 
out the world arrange treaties 
which will insure peace, start a 
progressive disarmament and thus 
spare humanity the destruction of 
a new war."
